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Rural Fire Protection Plan 
To Be Discussed Again 


(The following is a communica- 
tion received in our office by one 
who is intensely interested in ex- 
tending fire prevention services to 
areas within reach of the Didsbury 
Fire Brigade. Read it carefully — 
makes a lot of sense to those con- 
cerned.) 

What about better fire protec- 
tion? How far would it go? How 
long would jt take to get to a fire? 
about 18 miles away? Would it 
lower insurance rates? How much 
would the equipment cost? 

These are some of the questions 
that were asked at a fire prevention 
meeting held in the Lions hal] at 
a recent meeting on the subject of 
rural fire prevention. It was point- 
ed out at this meeting that the 
Town of Didsbury has a very low 
fire insurance rate, due to its hav- 
ing a truck, pumper and equipment 
to protect itself. As far as the in- 
surance underwriters are concerned 
this equipment is not to leave the 
town limits at any time. This of 
course leaves the rural areas with 
no mobile fire fighting equipment. 

In the past quite a number of 
fire calls in rural areas have been 
answered by the town fire brigade, 
and have taken a chance on no 
fire occuring in town while this 
equipment was out. This is a risky 
business and should never be done. 

There are 24 members on the 
local fire department at the pres- 
ent time and there is no reason why 
there should not be something in 
the way of fire protection for our 
friends living in the rural areas 
surrounding Didsbury. It is esti- 
mated that a total of approxi- 
mately 200 farms could have pro- 
tection if there was one more truck, 
tanker and pumper sitting in town 
ready to go. A_ portion of the 
local department could answer out- 
side calls and still leave enough 
men behind to protect the town in 
case of an emergency. 

At present there are two towns 
in the province where there js fire 
protection for rural areas and the 
towns at the same time. They are 
Coaldale and Claresholm. What 
would be wrong with Didsbury bé- 
ing the third such centre? 

Some of you may never have had 
a fire but those that have will tell 
you the experience is not a happy 
one, and there is always a loss, 
even if insurance is carried, 

It is true perhaps that if a house 
15 miles out were to catch fire that 
it would be too late to save it by

An employee of Calgary Power 
Ltd., Robert Joseph Stewart, 25, 
formerly of Didsbury, was killed, 
June 4th, when he was electro- 
cuted while placing a damaged 
transformemr at a substation about 
18 miles southwest of Red Deer. 

Mr. Stewart, assistant district 
manager, was replacing a large 
transformer on the Markerville-Big 
Bend station when the steel] truck 
boom used for unloading the trans- 
former made contact with a live 
overhead power lines resulting in 
the mishap. 

Surviving Mr. Stewart are his 
widow and a 2'iyear-old son, Red 
Deer and his parents in Calgary. 
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the time a fire truck could arrive, 
but it would likely be very useful 
in protecting surrounding buildings. 

Above all, it is the duty of every- 
one, in case of fire, to first make 
sure that no one is left in a burn- | 
ing building, whether it can be | 
saved or not. A building is never | 
worth the price af g life. 

As far as the 24 lads on the Dids- 
bury Fire Brigade are concerned, 
it must be remembered, they are 
voluntary workers; some are self- 
employed, some employed by others. 
For the latter group it must be re- 
membered that the employer stands 
in the background, with perhaps 
two or three of his employees tak- 
ing off to fight a fire. When they 
returned, after the fire, their 
employer will be watching all this 
with a smile or a grin, knowing 
that all this has cost him money. 
Some of us have perhaps never 
given this a thought and too much 
appreciation and thanks can not 
be given these fellows. 

Also, we should not forget the 
AG.T, and their telephone opera- 
tors. Their efforts are very im- 
portant when a fire call comes in. 

This is the kind of co-operation 
which can be enjoyed by the rural 
districts as well as the town, but 
more equipment is needed. 

It is hoped that at least 200 in- 
terested farmers and local residents 
will be in attendance at the next 
general meeting, which is scheduled 
for the Lions hall on June 19th at 
8:40 pm.

CUTWORMS have been taking 
their toll around the = district. 
Wheat and oat crops have been 
suffering, along with many gardens. 
The damage has been so complete 
in many instances that farmers 
will have to re-seed some of their 
crops to either late barley or green 
feed. 

The continued hot dry weather 
during May has been ideal for a 
building up of unwelcome insects. 
Their is a chemical available with 
which to spray for cutworms. It is 
endrine and is applied with a weed 
sprayer. The cost for chemical 
runs around $1.25 per acre. You 
also should apply this chemical in 
10 gallons of water per acre. The 
practicability of this procedure is 
somewhat debateable. 

If you must re-seed jt should not 
be done until June 15. We expect 
that cutworm activity will end 
about June 20th. 

If the weather continues dry and 
hot we may have to be concerned 
about grasshoppers. On several oc- 
casions during the past 10 years 
some district farmers were obliged 
to spray part of their crops to kill 
grasshoppers. Fortunately they are 
killed quite easily with aldrin 
spray and at a moderate cost. 

You would be wise to keep close 
check on your growing crops for 
hopper activity.
